An alltheſe things the Bontü do reigne,

This tentation was hardly and ſcarſely os 
uercome, when lo, an other aſſapled me ſud- 
dainely, which almoſt tooke away my life 
from me. Foz it fell out not long after, that 
at a dinner there was read to bs, foꝝ ſpiritu⸗ 
all foode, che eighteenth Chapter of che firlk 
booke of the kings: where it is declared 
howe che pzieſts of Baal did cut themlelues 
with kniues and launcers till the blood gu- 
ſhed out, which they did to pacifie their gov 
withall, Which when J had heard, ( ſo J 
was not pet any Diuine, neither had A 
read the bible through) ſure ly 2 was all full 
of feare, and loſt al my ſenſe and appetite to 
any meate: while J remembyed our whips, 
wich che which, as with laũcers, we cruelly 
lay vpon our owne backes, cauſing no ſmal 
foe of blood to followe. And J will not 
ſay, that as the Japonian Jeſuits do, (which 
they call Iamambuxæ, ) ſo doe we alſo wit» 
tingly and willingly kill our ſelues : yet 


this is cleare that we take away our health. 


So it was that J endured a thouſande 


ſuch ſpirituall tings and ſcruples of conſci⸗ 
ence in the Societieof Jeſus, but J feare 


me they are too ligbe, & that J tan not well 


recken them vp to you , a graue man, as 
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helpes to pour vnderſtanding. Therefoze 
leauing all other matters, I will ſet out on⸗ 
iy two holy and Catholique,that is, Italian 
monſters & idoles , whole defence our So- 
cietie doth peculiarly cake vp5 them. J haue 
indured nowe ten peeres much trauaile to 
make thẽ as holy to me, as they are already 
taken to be Catholike. By z note of theſe a. 
idoles pou ſhall perteiue, that your iudge⸗ 
ment touching the Societie of Jeſus and 
the Romiſh Church is confirmed and made 
ſtrong fd2 ener, The one of theſe idoles 
ſawe at Rome in Saint Peters Churche: 
which idole they cal Þ Qicar of Chiſt. But 
I therefoze thought it to be Chziff,oz ſomes 
what greater then-Chziſt, becauſe al people

Howe long canſt thou beare it, that albeit 
thy diſciple Peter, (which is ſaide to be the 
firſt-Pope ) did pꝛeſently lifte vp Cozne⸗ 
lius the Centurion falling downe at his 
feete, ſaping, Nile, fo I my ſelke am a man, 
and woulde in no wiſe ſuffer him to kiſle 
them: yet his ſucceſſoꝛ, foꝛgetting bimſelfe 
to be a man, ſhould ſitte downe as a God foz 
men co kille his ſlipper ? But J eftſoones 
called backe my ſelfe, and came to ſome qui⸗ 
et of minde, talking thus with my ſelte: 
Surely ſuch pompe and maieſtie is neceſ- 


ſary fo2 the Pope of Rome, to entice and 


d}awe the pꝛoude Emperours , Rings, and 
uinces of this woꝛlde into his ſubiection, 
and to daſell & bewitch the eyes of the com- 
mon ſozt, that vanitie may perfoꝛme the
